The Canadian Research Index includes scientific and 
technical research papers in physical, natural and social 
sciences.

Describes a full-scale field assessment of two alter- 
native solutions to ensuring a clear cavity in a brick 
veneer rainscreen wall system: filling the cavity with 
an air- and water-permeable fibrous insulation to 
reduce the effect of mortar droppings and dams on 
the cavity (the zero-cavity approach), and avoiding 
cavity blockage by preventing the mortar from en- 
tering the cavity space while at the same time en- 
suring the drainage, pressure-moderation, and ven- 
tilating capabilities of the cavity (the DPV ap- 
proach). A Datum wall system with a clear cavity 
was also included in the study for comparison. The 
construction, instrumentation, and installation of 
test panels are documented, and the data collected 
are compiled and analyzed. Results and their impli- 
cations for wall construction are then presented. 
Appendices include test data showing cavity tem- 
perature, pressure, and relative humidity.
